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in which the concentration of incomes is most marked are those in 
which the average income is highest and in which industry and 
commerce are most highly developed. In most of the larger cities, 
concentration is greater than in the other districts of the respec- 
tive provinces. In Vienna the valut of $ for 1908 was 3.44.
